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So  that  the  possibihty  of  higher  education  might  be  brought 
to  more  people;  so  that  more  people  might  learn  from  good 
instructors — thus  improving  themselves  and  their  community, 
our  college  was  established  in  1927.  Fourteen  years  later,  in 
1941,  we,  the  staff,  present  our  first  yearbook,  a  record  of  busy 
and  happy  months  in  our  college.  So  that  posterity  will  not 
giggle  at  row  on  row  of  stiffly-posed  family-album  type  pic- 
tures, we  have  selected  informality  as  our  governing  keynote. 

At  some  far  distant  time  in  the  future,  when  you  recover  this 
book  from  some  dark,  dusty  corner  and  leaf  through  its  pages, 
our  greatest  hope  is  that  a  slight  lump  will  form  in  your  throat 
as  you  recall  all  these  familiar  places  and  faces.  You  will  also 
recall  the  national  emergency  which  caused  1941  to  be  a  boom 
year.  You  will  recall  the  world  of  strained  international  rela- 
tions into  which  our  sophomores  graduated.  You  will  recall 
how  each  of  our  graduates  fitted  himself  into  the  national  pic- 
iure  and  reassured  us  that  "there  v/ill  always  be  an  Amierica." 
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In  appreciation  of  his  competent  administration  of  our  Col- 
lege and  his  genial  presence  in  our  halls;  of  his  generous  smile 
and  hearty  greeting,  which  typify  for  us  the  spirit  of  our  Junior 
College,  we  dedicate  our  1941  Sketchbook.

Who  Did  It? 


In  order  to  obtain  a  greater  interest  and  par- 
ticipation in  athletics,  the  Junior  College,  in 
1940,  adopted  the  intramural  sports  system.

Numerous  are  the  activities  of  this  woman's  organization.  As  a  group  it  sponsors  a  Mother,-Daughter 
Banquet,  Father-Daughter  Banquet  and  a' semi-formal  dance,  the  Stagette,  which  is  perhaps  Jaycee's 
largest  event  next  to  the  Prom.  Performed  by  the  groups  are  other  functions  such  as  monthly  teas,  tea 
dances,  slack  days,  bow  day,' a  supper  shower  and  a  Christmas  supper. 

Because  of  its  attractiveness  and  the  comforts  it  provides,  the  Co-Ed  Room  has  become  one  of  the 
favorite  haunts  of  the  Co-Eds.  This  room  is  charmingly  furnished  with  all  the  requirements  of  a  beauti- 
ful living  room,  including  radio,  piano,  several  rugs  and  beautiful  new  drapes.  Adjoining  the  Co-Ed 
Room  is  a  kitchenette  which  is  provided  with  all  the  modern  kitchen  facilities. 

The  greatest  honor  that  can  be  bestowed  upon  a  group  is  having  its  name  engraved  upon  the  club's 
activity  cup.  To  achieve  this  honor  it  must  earn  the  greatest  number  of  activity  points  throughout 
the  year.

In  our  school,  as  in  others,  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  an  organization  for  bringing  together 
the  men  of  the  college.  To  fill  this  need,  the  Men's  Club  was  created  several  years  ago.  Its  purpose 
was  to  draw  the  men  of  the  college  closer  together  and  arrange  various  college,  social,  and  athletic 
affairs  in  which  the  men  could  participate.  Throughout  the  years  of  its  existence,  the  club  has  done 
much  to  create  an  active  interest  in  college  affairs  among  the  men. 

The  club  this  year  was  particularly  active.  It  presented  numerous  dances  and  parties  including 
a  memorable  college  prom;  besides,  this,  it  helped  to  arrange  a  very  extensive  program  of  intra- 
mural athletics  in  which  almost  every  man  in  the  college  participated.

For  the  year  1940-41,  the  president  was  John 
Huck,  a  sophomore  who  was  succeeded  by  the  vice-president,  Gareld  Reeder,  a  freshman,  upon  Huck's 
withdrawal  from  college;  the  secretary  was  Clyde  Krebs,  a  freshman;  and  the  sergeant-at-arms  was 
a  sophomore,  Walter  Johnson. 

Our  club  room  this  year,  which  was  gener- 
ously donated  by  the  college,  although  not  too 
spacious,  was  adequate,  and  the  furnishing, 
although  not  lavish  or  too  extensive,  satisfied 
our  needs.  The  room,  which  was  naturally  the 
most  popular  spot  with  all  the  men,  was  the 
scene  of  occasional  mental  and  physical  con- 
tests; and,  although  it  was  not  recommended 
by  our  dean-of-men,  as  a  place  to  study,  it 
served  as  a  place  of  rest  after  a  particularly 
strenuous  hour,  and  a  room  to  which  one  might 
retire  to  recuperate  from  a  sudden  sickness  (of 
school). 

On  the  whole,  though,  the  Men's  Club  is  a 
worthy  organization  and  was,  in  a  large  part, 
responsible  for  the  extensive  social  program  en- 
joyed at  Thornton  Junior  College  this  year.
